His brother, John, said 
Mr Vidal, who would have 
been 60 yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), had battled a Parkin - 
son’s-type disease. 


Retired police sergeant guilty of child sex abuse 



Griffith Barker, facing jail 


A RETIRED police sergeant faces 
a “substantial” prison sentence 
after being convicted of sexually 
abusing two children more than 
40 years ago. 

White haired Griffith Barker, 
79, formerly with Merseyside po¬ 
lice, and now living in Pant near 
Oswestry shook his head when the 
unanimous verdicts were returned 
by a Liverpool Crown Court jury 
on Monday. 

He was found guilty of 23 of¬ 
fences involving attempted rape, 


indecent assault and indecency 
with a child in the 1960s and 
1970s. 

Barker, who denied all the alle¬ 
gations, had his bail renewed by 
Judge Alan Conrad, QC, but he 
went on to warn him, “You face 
a substantial custodial sentence.” 

He ordered him to sign the Sex 
Offenders Register and pointed 
out that if he fails to attend he will 
be sentenced in his absence. 

During his trial Liverpool 
Crown Court heard from prosecu¬ 


tor Neville Biddle that he abused 
his victims, who cannot be iden¬ 
tified for legal reasons, in a “sus¬ 
tained and systematic” manner 
while living in the Knotty Ash are 
of the city. 

One of Barker’s victims, who 
is now a middle-aged man, ap¬ 
proached police last year to make 
a complaint. 

He described various forms of 
sexual abuse taking place between 
Barker and himself, when he was 
between the ages of six and 12. 


This included being made to lie 
naked on top of a girl Barker also 
abused. 

The other victim, now a mid¬ 
dle-aged woman, said, “I think 
there was lots of kissing, not the 
right sort of kissing if you know 
what I mean .We had to look at 
magazines, porn magazines.” 

Barker of Primrose Lane, Pant, 
Oswestry, who told the jury that 
the incidents never took place, will 
be sentenced on Friday. 


BOSS WARNING 
OF DISRUPTION 


LARGE areas of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales will face major disruption if 
controversial power line plans are ap¬ 
proved a National Grid boss claimed 
this week. 

Jeremy Lee, National Grid manager of the 


Mid Wales Connection 
were vital for ensur¬ 
ing power can be used 
effectively and warned 
the area will face ma¬ 
jor disruption if plans 
are approved. 

That means the growing 
prospect of pylon towers 
crossing the countryside, 
despite a massive backlash 
from those who live along 
proposed routes. 

National Grid is currently 
awaiting the result of a pub¬ 
lic inquiry into plans for 
five wind farms across Mid 
Wales. The inquiry has fin¬ 
ished, following a lengthy 
period of consultation, but 
planning inspector Andrew 
Poulter isn’t expected to 
give his decision until at 
least the end of the year. 

Assuming the wind farms 
are given permission Mr Lee 
warned that the installation 
process of the transmission 
lines would be disruptive. 

The current plans include 
using 25 miles of pylons and 
eight miles of underground 
cables through the Meifod 
valley, from Cefn Coch to 
the national supply chain in 
north Shropshire, at Lower 
Frankton near Oswestry.

ticing, and I wouldn’t want 
to give anyone that impres¬ 
sion,” he said. 

“It is major infrastructure 
work, and as with any major 
project there will be disrup¬ 
tion.” 

During consultation 
meetings many people ob¬ 
jected to the proposed py¬ 
lons as they claim they will 
ruin the landscape. 

In response, National 
Grid is considering using 
shorter ‘T-pylons’, which 
are about 50ft shorter than 
conventional pylons with a 
much sleeker appearance. 

Designed 

“The pylons were de¬ 
signed as part of an archi¬ 
tectural competition and we 
are now working to see if we 
can bring them into use,” 
Mr Lee said. 

“New sources of power are 
now coming in places where 
previously there wasn’t an¬ 
ything, so the shape of the 
network is not quite right. 
We are having to look at 
making larger changes than 
we have in the past.”

Staff at the British Heart 
Foundation shop on Cross 
Street, Oswestry, had to 
evacuate after an industrial 
wheelie bin was set alight 
against the fire exit door 
in an alleyway behind the 
shop yesterday (Wednesday) 
morning. 

At its height flames 
reached the top of the walls 
of the two-storey building, 
melting drainpipes and 
charring the wooden panels 
on the wall. Staff said they 
heard explosions as well. 

Assistant manager Ther- 
ese Stewart said: “One of 
the volunteers was at the 
till and a gentleman came 
in to say the bin was on fire. 
I went outside to see and it 
was pushed against the fire 
door and flames were up the 
wall. 

“There were two explo¬ 
sions. Everywhere was full 
of smoke. Flames were right 
up to the top windows. It 
was horrendous and the 
smell was terrible.” 

Three women who were 
in the shop at the time, in¬ 
cluding Mrs Stewart, were 
given oxygen by firefighters 
after inhaling smoke. Ambu¬ 
lances were called and they 
were given further treat¬ 
ment by paramedics.

Troops timeline 
on parade at 
historic castle's 
special weekend 

VISITORS to Whittington Castle will be 
travelling through time as they mingle 
with medieval knights, take to the moat 
with Civil War soldiers and join up with the 
Home Guard. 

Whittington Castle will be hosting 10 his¬ 
toric re-enactment groups during its huge 
multi-period event this weekend, including 
the 5/60th Royal American (Rifles), The 
House of the Blackstar and the Samhain 
Welsh Medieval Society. 

Last year’s event saw hundreds of peo¬ 
ple turn out to experience life through the 
ages, including television presenter Chris¬ 
tine Bleakley, who took a trip on the moat 
in an historic boat for her Country Roads 
programme.

the main reason the lights should be put 
back on. 

Tracy Richards said: “I feel that the 
council are giving the opportunist thief a 
very good advantage” 

And Robert Duncan said: “How could 
the council put people in danger to save 
money, only an insane person would think 
up something as daft as that.” 

Changes were made to Oswestry’s light¬ 
ing in April as part of a county-wide pro¬ 
gramme by Shropshire Council of what is 
known as “part night lighting” which sees 
lights turned off between midnight and 
5.30am to cut carbon and reduce energy 
bills. 

About 12,500 street lights of the 18,900 
maintained by Shropshire Council across 
the county are being converted to part- 
night lighting. 

At the time, the town council said the 
aim of the move was to cut carbon and re¬ 
duce energy bills by about 20 per cent. 

Graphic design student Jordan Brad¬ 
bury, 18, who started the petition said she 
hoped it would prompt the town council to 
discuss street lighting again. 

“Only five people have formally com¬ 
plained so far and apparently because of 
that the council aren’t willing to listen to 
the worries of the people,” she said. 

“If we can get people to sign this petition 
then they may not be able to ignore public 
concern any further.” 

Oswestry town councillor Rebecca Evans 
also joined the calls, claiming a number of 
her elderly neighbours now felt like they 
were living under a curfew because they 
were too nervous to go out when the lights 
were off. 

She said: “It’s had an impact on people’s 
freedom. I even had a 21-year-old lad tell 
me he stayed on the phone to a friend while 
walking home one night because he felt jit¬ 
tery.”

A HORSE weighing more than a ton was 
at the centre of a dramatic rescue after it 
became stuck in a muddy ditch near Welsh¬ 
pool in the early hours of Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

An animal specialist unit from Welling¬ 
ton fire station assisted Mid and West 
Wales Fire and Rescue Service in rescu¬ 
ing the shire horse from the ditch in Pool 
Quay. 

Firefighters described the animal as 
“close to the tallest a horse can be” at 22 
hands, weighing more than a ton. It was 
stuck in the ditch, which was at least one 
metre deep, for several hours before being 


rescued and is not believed to have suffered 
any injuries. 

Craig Jackson, watch manager at Wel¬ 
lington fire station, said: “Our specialist 
large animal rescue team went to assist 
Mid and West Wales who made the scene 
safe. 

“They had supported the head of the 
horse to keep it above water and then our 
teams, including two animal rescue spe¬ 
cialists in dry suits, went in and used a 
large inflatable rescue path at the rear of 
the horse. They used special straps to put 
around the animal and we had to use the 
rescue crane.”

Nurse who sent sex texts 
to patient is struck off

A MALE nurse who posed as a woman called ‘Jodie’ to send sex 
texts to a patient asking for intimate pictures has been struck off. 

Philip Charles Pugh accessed the patient’s telephone number from records 
and sent him texts at Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital. 

The bemused patient, known only as Patient A, was told he was “well fit” and “a stud” 
by the admirer named Jodie on April 9, 2013, the council heard. Pugh then begged the 
man not to tell after the patient recognised him as the sender’s Whatsapp profile image. 

Pugh was dismissed on the grounds of gross misconduct following a disciplinary hearing 
on June 12 last year and has now been banned from working: as a nurse by the Nursing 

and Midwifery Council. 

Panel chairwoman Sara Nathan said: 
“Patient A was distressed and upset by the 
messages sent by Mr Pugh. He allegedly 
pretended to be female, invited Patient A 
to send him a photograph and made inap¬ 
propriate comments. 

“Mr Pugh accepted that he had compro¬ 
mised Patient A’s dignity and acknowl¬ 
edged that these actions upset him. Patient 
A stated that he ‘felt degraded, sick and 
that his ‘privacy had been exposed’. 

“Patient A was a vulnerable young man 
and was shocked and distressed when he 
found out that a nurse involved in his per¬ 
sonal care, Mr Pugh, was the one sending 
him the sexually explicit text messages. 
Following Mr Pugh’s conduct, Patient A’s 
trust in the profession was manifestly com¬ 
promised. 

“In the panel’s judgement, Mr Pugh’s 
conduct and behaviour has undoubtedly 
brought the profession into disrepute. The 
panel found that by his actions, Mr Pugh 
abused his position of trust and exploited 
a vulnerable patient thereby breaching 
professional boundaries. Mr Pugh also 
breached a fundamental tenet of his profes¬ 
sion by failing to make the protection, care 
and welfare of his patient his first concern.” 

Jayne Downey, director of nursing at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, said: “We referred this case 
to the Nursing and Midwifery Council for 
investigation as it raised important issues 
about the responsibility of nurses and their 
duty to ensure the protection of the public. 

“Staff at the hospital acted immediately 
to ensure the safety of the patient was 
maintained at all times.” 

Pugh had stated during an investigatory 
meeting in April last year that he would not 
repeat the incident, but Ms Nathan said it 
was important for all nurses to maintain 
and promote clear boundaries in their re¬ 
lationship with patients.

Burglar avoids prison for 
role in village break-in

A MAN has received a suspended prison sentence for his part in a 
burglary which saw £500 and a haul of electricals stolen. 

Eric Rowlands, 42, was sentenced at Shrewsbury Crown Court on Monday for 
burglary and criminal damage offences in Oswestry. 

He played a part in a burglary, believed to have been pre-planned, in St Martin’s, over¬ 
night on October 2 last year, in which residents returned home to find a window had been 
smashed and the front door damaged. 

Items taken included a 43ins LCD television, worth £350, £500 cash, a smaller plasma 
television, a games console and 40 games, a guitar, jewellery and passports. 

Police identified Rowlands after his DNA was found on a cigarette butt found on the 

floor in the lounge.

Claire Buckle, head of sixth form at The 
Marches, said she hopes the link will in¬ 
spire and encourage more pupils to aim for 
top universities. 

She said: “We are very grateful to Cam¬ 
bridge University for providing us with the 
opportunity to visit and we anticipate this 
being a very helpful and informative trip 
for our Year 10 and 12 students. We are 
very excited about this partnership.” 


Mr Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting, said: 
“The money being held at the house had 
been received as birthday and Christmas 
presents and was being saved for driving 
lessons.” 

He added: “The defendant was not 
present when the house was first entered, 
though he knew what was going on and 
did not do anything to prevent it. He knew 
property was being taken but did not take 
anything himself. Although he did not ac¬ 
tually remove property from the house, he 
was involved.” 

Rowlands was also being sentenced for 
criminal damage to a shop, the Dog N Bone, 
on Cross Street, Oswestry, where a window 
was smashed by a brick overnight on Oc¬ 
tober 1. 

Judge Peter Barrie said although the 
charge only related to criminal damage 
there “may have been an attempt to steal”. 

Mr Beardwell added: “When staff came 
to the shop the next day, they found a brick 
had been used to break the window. Elec¬ 
trical equipment was not stolen, however, 
two blood points were found.” 

Mr Michael Sherwood-Smith, defending, 
said: “The defendant is not working, he is 
looking for employment. He thought he 
had left his criminal life behind him and 
somehow there was an almighty blip during 
these two days.” 

Judge Barrie said Rowlands had previ¬ 
ous convictions for burglary but gave him 
credit “for the fact that since 1997 your 
convictions have been less serious and less 
frequent”. 

Rowlands, of Orchard Street, Oswestry, 
was handed a 16 month prison sentence 
suspended for two years and 250 hours un¬ 
paid work for his part in the burglary and 
a two month suspended prison sentence, to 
run concurrently with the 16-months, for 
the criminal damage.

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How many of us were shocked 
by today’s revelations by the 
boss of the National Grid project 
in Mid Wales that massive dis¬ 
ruption was on the way. 

Not many I suspect. We all 
know the effect this scheme will 
bring on our already stretched 
road system if the plans are ap¬ 
proved. 

Jeremy Lee, National Grid pro¬ 
ject manager of the Mid Wales 
Connection Project, brought the 
issue back to the front pages 
when he said overhead and un¬ 
derground lines were vital for 
ensuring power can be used ef¬ 
fectively and warned the area will 
face major disruption if plans are 
approved. 

There are those, including 
MP Glyn Davies, who say the 
scheme will never be allowed 
to go ahead but we must never 
allow complacency to creep in 
during the battle to keep these 
people at bay. 

National Grid and protesers 
alike currently await the result 
of a public inquiry into plans 
for five wind farms across Mid 
Wales. The inquiry has finished, 
but planning inspector Andrew 
Poulter isn’t expected to give his 
decision until the end of the year. 

Assuming the wind farms are 
given permission Mr Lee warned 
that the installation process of 
the transmission lines would be 
disruptive. 

It’s hard to imagine just how 
disruptive he means. Our roads 
infrastructure is already creaking 
now, so to envisage the sort of 
traffic volume increases such a 
project will bring really is mind 
blowing. 

There is no doubt a political 
reason why Mr Poulter’s decision 
is taking so long. Try not to keep 
us waiting too long sir! 


There was a bizarre sight in the 
centre of Oswestry yesterday as 
someone set fire to an industrial 
waste bin causing the evacua¬ 
tion of the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion shop.

Fans enjoy a European 
adventure in Slovakia 



THE draw of the Champions 
League means a midweek trip 
to Slovakia was worth every 
penny for loyal supporters. 
NATHEN ROWDEN reports. 


IT’S a long way from Oswestry 
- but for a few hardy fans the 
draw of the Champions League 
means a midweek trip to Slova¬ 
kia was worth every penny. 

The New Saints continued their 
European adventure with a trip to 
the River Danube and the ‘kings of 
Slovakia’. 

That meant a jaunt of some 1,200 miles 
door to door from Oswestry to Bratislava 
for a travelling contingent of fans that 
could fit in its entirety in a moderate¬ 
ly-sized bus. 

The journey for the The New Saints 
started on the Sunday and ended in the 
Tuesday night in a creditable 1-0 defeat 
that left them with a fighting chance in 
the second leg. 

It was the start of a Champions League 
dream, but this first qualifying round 
was a million miles away from the glam¬ 
our of the televised rounds that we all see 
on TV. 

TNS’ opponentswere Slovan Brati¬ 
slava - the most successful team in the 
country’s history with the national side’s 
highest goalscorer. 

The Eastern European powerhouse re¬ 
main a dominant force in Slovakia but, 
further afield, they have struggled to 
replicate that success in recent European 
campaigns. 

Bratislava’s finest hour came in 1969 
when they defeated FC Barcelona in the 
Cup Winners’ Cup final in Basel. 

Travelling to Bratislava was in stark 
contrast to match preparations for a 
Welsh League game in Newtown or Ab¬ 
erystwyth. 

The squad left Shrewsbury late on the 


Sunday night after watching the World 
Cup final to travel for a 6.30am flight 
from Stanstead Airport, arriving in 
Bratislava on Monday morning. 

The atmosphere in the team hotel 
and on the coach was one of excitement 
and belief as the lads from Oswestry 
prepared themselves for the match at 
the Pasiensky Stadium. 

Bratislava is steeped with Slovakian 
history and the players and travelling 
fans had a real flavour of it when they 
stepped out onto the pitch at the sta¬ 
dium in the blistering sunshine to the 
roars of the home side support. 

Craig Harrison’s men were making 
their 15th consecutive appearance rep¬ 
resenting Wales in Europe, but these 
occasions never lose their special feel. 

And it is not only the players who 
enjoy the experience. TNS took a loyal 
following of about 20 who all made the 


long trip from Shropshire to see The 
Saints on the biggest football stage. 

Steven Norcross, from Weston Rhyn, 
said: “This is the sixth trip I have been 
on and they are always brilliant. 

“But like this trip it is made by the 
people you are with. 

“I have been a fan since the club 
moved to the Venue six years ago 
against Newtown and I have been 
hooked since. When we go away to 
places like Bratislava it is always a 
laugh and a fantastic experience. 

“It’s good to have some beers and 
enjoy some good company.” 

But he is also with some new recruits 
to the European trips. 

Kieran Lee-Birch, 18, from Oswestry 
is on his first trip away on the continent 
with the team he has supported for five 
years. 

“I have come for the three days and 


it has been great,” he said. “Bratislava is 
great, and it’s amazing to be able to see 
the lads play here.” 

The Champions League is an impor¬ 
tant part of the success of TNS and is 
the result of a long season in the Welsh 
League where the team were once again 
crowned champions in May. 

Dave Cleaton, 21, who works at the 
Venue and travelled with the team on 
Monday, said: “This is my first rip but 
it has been an amazing experience and I 
have absolutely loved it. 

“The rest of the fans that have come 
make it and it’s been brilliant, I am glad 
I was able to do it.” 

Graeme Kirkham said the European 
trips usually clash with his birthday 
and are a double celebration, although 
it has fallen the weekend before on this 
occasion. 

The 24-year-old from Oswestry said: 
“I love travelling away with TNS. “This 
is my fourth trip away and I have been 
to some great places following the team. 

“But Bratislava has more character 
than a lot of the places we have been to, 
it’s a great city.” 

Colin Barker, 32, from Oswestry, also 
took a flight with the other fans from 
London Stansted. 

He said: “It really is a fantastic time. 
We come here, we have some beers and 
a load of laughs. 

“This is my first time and it’s been 
amazing. 

“Bratislava is a great city, it’s quite 
small, but the architecture is brilliant as 
well as the people. 

“Everyone has been really friendly, al¬ 
though we haven’t seen too many Slovan 
fans if I am being honest. 

“I’ll definitely be coming to Europe 
again if we get through.” 

The match finished in a 1-0 defeat, 
the latest in a string of glorious failures 
in the early rounds of the Champions 
League. 

The second leg was played onTuesday 
at the Corbett Sports Stadium, Rhyl.

DO I NEED SPECIAL T&CS TO SELL HANDMADE GOODS THROUGH ONLINE SHOP? 

Q: I have a bicycle repair and hire business in a tourist area which I set up two years ago after being made redundant. It has gone really well and I am now 
thinking of branching out into building tailor-made bikes. Due to the specialist nature of this I feel I would benefit from having a website that could promote the 
business far and wide. However, as I will be using photographs that won’t necessarily represent the tailor made products that people will be buying, I am wondering 
whether I should include any special terms and conditions of sale on my website? 

A: There are extra obligations on business owners who sell goods online and generally all goods sold must correspond with their description. As your bikes are 
handmade you should point out to the consumer that those shown may differ in appearance, colour etc. Photographs should carry a similar disclaimer. 

Providing accurate product information up front to consumers prior to a contract of sale being concluded is in fact a legal obligation, as is the requirement to inform 
them of the exact price payable, including any taxes, prior to delivery of the goods. From 13th June 2014 under the Consumer Contracts Regulations 2013 you 
must also promise to deliver the goods within 30 days of the order being placed and allow a 14 day cooling off period during which the consumer can cancel their 
order without reason and return the goods (at their own expense). 

If you fail to inform consumers on your website about their right to cancel their order/contract after receipt of the goods, the cooling off period is extended by an 
additional 12 months from 14 days. To provide yourself with better protection you should have a solicitor consider the terms and conditions prior to putting them on 
your website.

AFTER apologising for the 
gigantic cock-up of the care 
system, Councillor Darren 
Mayor then adds insult to 
injury by praising “council 
members” pleased at the 
change-over of carers.

Bedroom tax report is worrying 


THE government’s new report on the 
impact of the spare room subsidy - or 
the so-called ‘bedroom tax’ - makes 
for worrying reading. 

The analysis has revealed that a 
staggering 60% of tenants affected by 
this welfare reform have been unable 
to meet their basic housing costs since 
having their benefits reduced. 

Although one in five claimants have 
registered an interest in downsizing, 
shortages of smaller properties mean 
just 4.5% of tenants had been able to 
move to a smaller home. As a result 
some have no choice but to cut back on 


food and energy, and others are run¬ 
ning up debts through credit cards and 
payday loans. 

As part of a charity supporting peo¬ 
ple in financial need in the UK, we 
at Turn2us know that these findings 
echo the experiences of our users - 
over a third of which are social hous¬ 
ing tenants. 

We’re also concerned by the recent 
government figures showing that al¬ 
most two-thirds of councils have not 
paid their total Discretionary Housing 
Payment allocation to tenants.

Family's relief as coroner 
orders a fresh inquest

THE parents of teenager soldier who died at the controversial Deep- 
cut army barracks have spoken of their relief at the decision there is 
to be a new inquest into her death. 

Des and Doreen James from Llanymynech say they always believed that 
eventually someone would listen to them. 

Private Cheryl James, was just 18 when she died from a single gunshot wound to her

Last week at the High 
Court of Justice in Lon¬ 
don, the chief coroner, 
Peter Thornton, quashed 
the original inquest and or¬ 
dered a fresh investigation. 

He said: “The original in¬ 
vestigation was extremely 
limited and had flaws. An 
early assumption seems to 
have been made that Cheryl 
took her own life with her 
own rifle. 

“The fragmented bullet 
was not examined and was 
later lost as were the casing 
of the bullet, the other bul¬ 
lets in the rifle and Cheryl’s 
clothing. Her rifle was not 
examined forensically and 
no fingerprints were taken

We are relieved and reas¬ 
sured that someone finally 
believed us.” 

He said the writing of 
the Deepcut play by author 
Philip Ralphs, who was 
also at the court to here 
the news, had been a major 
stepping stone towards get¬ 
ting justice for his daughter, 
as had been the involvement 
of the campaign group, Lib¬ 
erty. 

“When our servicemen 
and women lose their lives 
while in the service of their 
country their death must be 
considered and investigated 
carefully with respect and 
dignity; not cast aside as an 
irritation with convenient 
assumptions providing an 
alternative for due diligence. 

“ We can only hope that 
the legacies of Cheryl and 
the other three young ser¬ 
vicemen may help secure 
real change to the current 
military justice system.”

Violin to 
honour 
memory 
of poet 

THE Wilfred Owen Associ¬ 
ation, which celebrates the 
life of Oswestry’s war poet, 
is planning to commemo¬ 
rate the 100th anniversary 
of the outbreak of the Great 
War with music. 

A violin which will be 
named after Owen, will be 
made which can be used for 
concerts and in an educa¬ 
tional outreach programme. 

The instrument is being 
made from a branch of a 
sycamore growing in the 
grounds of Craiglockhart, 
the Edinburgh hydropathic 
institute where Owen was 
treated for shell shock dur¬ 
ing the war. 

It is being lovingly put 
together by Steve Burnett, 
an Edinburgh instrument 
maker. He said: “For some 
time I have had in mind to 
make a violin to honour the 
memory of Wilfred Owen. 
Now is the most fitting time, 
the centenary of the begin¬ 
ning of the Great War. 

“Inside the violin are the 
words of Owen’s pre-war 
poem, Written in a Wood 
1910. We have chosen a 
limb from a sycamore tree

Leader says 
hardship cash 
is in the bank 

A HARDSHIP fund will be ringfenced so that it can’t be 
used for other matters, the leader of Shropshire Council 
has said. 

Councillor Keith Barrow, speaking at a full meeting of 
the authority’s cabinet, said that almost £1 million of fund¬ 
ing given to the council by central government for the past 
two years and the interest it accrued, would remain to help 
alleviate hardship in the county. He said no more funds 
would be coming from the government. 

Joyce Brand, well known in the county for her work with 
food banks and helping those in need, said she feared the 
money would be easily moved to other areas of the council 
budget. 

She said: “This money is supposed to be for those in 
crisis and these are often people who have lost their job 
through redundancy and who find that it takes some time 
to sort their benefits out.” 

But Councillor Barrow said that £74,000 had been spent 
and that the remaining money would be used to provide 
crisis support for as long as the fund lasted. 

“The money is held in council reserves and I will guaran¬ 
tee that this will be ringfenced. 

“I am very proud of the work that this team is doing, 
ensuring that the money is used correctly. The government 
used to give out money - write a cheque for a new coat or 
give out supermarket vouchers, both of which can be spent 
on anything. 

“What we do is give instead food bank vouchers and then 
we replenish the food banks. More importantly the team 
look at the issues that put the person into crisis and try 
to help. That could be helping a person back into employ¬ 
ment.” 


Equality group 
spreads wings 


THE work of an Oswestry 
equality campaign is spread¬ 
ing throughout Shropshire, 
delighted bosses have said. 

The Oswestry Equality 
Group was established 12 
months ago and members 
are now busily planning for 
the next 12 months. 

Penny Rice, speaking for 
the group, said: “We have 
been very excited that our 
name has spread through 
Shropshire.

Emma's words are quoted as 
lords debate assisted deaths 


THE words of blogger Emma Sudda¬ 
by, who died earlier this year, were 
quoted in the House of Lords during 
the debate on assisted dying. 

Emma, who died surrounded by her fam¬ 
ily on her 41st birthday at her home near 
Welshpool, had battled aggressive, destruc¬ 
tive rheumatoid arthritis for two decades. 

She died in May, not long after writing about 
the issue of assisted dying for sister paper the 
Shropshire Star.

A Bill which would offer the chance of assisted 
dying to terminally ill patients deemed mentally 
capable and within six months of likely death, 
cleared its first stage to becoming law on Friday. 

And during the 10 hour debate in the House of 
Lords, Liberal Democrat peer Baroness Brinton 
spoke in favour of assisted dying and quoted Ms 
Suddaby’s thoughts on the matter. 

The life peer, who also has rheumatoid ar¬ 
thritis, told peers: “As a disabled and Christian 


woman, I support the Bill. Not many people 
know that, very rarely, rheumatoid arthritis can 
be fatal. 

“Although I did not know her, I admired 
Emma Suddaby, a blogger, who had long-term, 
aggressive and then final-stage disease. 

“Around the time she was told that she was 
terminally ill, she wrote the following: T don’t 
think anyone is afraid of dying, what they are 
afraid of is ending up in a hospital bed —a very 
scary realisation, let me tell you.” 

The Assisted Dying Bill will now be considered 
by the House of Lords

Units are 
saved by 
council's 
rethink 

SPECIALIST units for 
children with additional 
learning needs in primary 
schools in Mid Wales have 
been saved from the axe. 

Powys County Council’s 
cabinet voted through a 
council officer recommen¬ 
dation that it should not 
proceed with the closure of 
the pre-school assessment 
centres nor specialist units. 

In February the council 
announced that it intended 
closing all 18 specialists 
support centres for children 
with additional learning 
needs based within primary 
schools, as well as four 
pre-assessment centres, 
from September 1 this year. 

But now the council has 
said it will not close any 
units at this time. 

The initial proposals 
sparked anger from parents 
who launched a campaign. 
After the meeting parents 
expressed their delight on 
a facebook page, Hands Off 
Our Specialist Units Powys. 

One of the campaigners 
Cerys Owen said the unan¬ 
imous vote by councillors 
at the meeting had been 
welcomed by those who had 
travelled to the meeting. 

“Champagne was drunk 
outside county hall,” she 
said. 

Lisa Rapado, another 
of the campaigners, said: 
“Power to the people, HOO- 
SUP has changed the course 
of educational history in 
Powys. Victory is ours.” 


National Grid boss tells 
of need for power lines

NEW power lines in Shrop¬ 
shire and mid Wales will 
be essential to fill a gap 
in the national network, a 
National Grid expert has 
insisted. 

The majority of the country 
is covered by power lines capa¬ 
ble of handling the thousands 
of megawatts of power gener¬ 
ated by large-scale power sta¬ 
tions. 

Previously this high-voltage 
power coverage wasn’t need in 
Shropshire - but with a growing 
number of plans for wind farms in 
Powys over the past several years, 
Scottish Power asked for the net¬ 
work to be expanded. 

That means the prospect of 
pylon towers crossing the country¬ 
side, something that has led to a 
massive backlash from those who 
live along proposed routes. 

Jeremy Lee, National Grid pro¬ 
ject manager of the mid Wales con¬ 
nection project, said the lines were 
vital for ensuring power being 
generated at the wind farms can 
be used effectively. 

“The new sources of power are 
now coming in places where pre¬ 
viously there wasn’t anything, so 
the shape of the network is not 
quite right. We are having now 
to look at making larger changes 
than we have in the past. 

“The larger new nuclear stations 
are also requiring us to put more 
in and the offshore windfarms are

the same, coming in areas where 
previously there was no need for 
a network. We can’t discriminate 
against different types of power 
generation. Our job is to provide 
the infrastructure, and I think 
that’s quite useful to get across 

National Grid is currently 
awaiting the result of a public 
inquiry into plans for five wind 
farms across Mid Wales. 

The inquiry has finished, 


but planning inspector Andrew 
Poulter isn’t expected to give 
his decision until the end of the 
year. The proposals involve tur¬ 
bines at Llanbadarn Fynydd, near 
Llandrindod Wells; Llaithddu, 
near Newtown; Llandinam, near 
Llanidloes; Llanbrynmair, near 
Machynlleth; Carnedd Wen, near 
Machynlleth; with a 132kV over¬ 
head electric line connection from 
a Llandinam wind farm to the 


Welshpool substation 

Mr Lee: “We are waiting for the 
decision on these windfarms. If 
they are refused planning permis¬ 
sion then obviously there won’t 
be the need for our transmission 
lines and so we won’t go ahead.” 

Mr Lee said the objections 
raised by people living along the 
Shropshire-Wales border to the 
proposals are not any different to 
those he has heard dozens of times 


before. But he said the company 
will always listen to any comments 
and will try to take it into consid¬ 
eration when planning routes. 

The current plans include using 
25 miles of pylons and eight miles 
of underground cables through the 
Meifod valley, from Cefn Coch to 
the national supply chain in north 
Shropshire, at Lower Frankton 
near Oswestry.

Try beginning your 
day the wild way 


LENGTHY, sizzling days and warm, 
light and uncomfortable nights typify a 
dry spell, dare I say ‘heatwave’ in the 
summer months here in Shropshire. 

However it needn’t all be bad news for 
the naturalist. Even ignoring the night-time 
creatures, early morning and late evenings 
are an opportunity to fit in a few extra wild¬ 
life viewing hours; even if it might not seem 
so at first. 

I simply could not sleep. It was a hot, muggy 
night and there was nothing for it but to get up 
far too early and hope for a timely return to bed in 
the afternoon. 

The dog was ready of course and as I set out on 
my somnolent constitutional, I was not exactly feel¬ 
ing at one with the bright and lively song thrush, 
nor the buoyant blackbird. 

The only thing I thought of as I approached the 
lake’s edge was that at least the horse flies were 
still asleep. And yet having said all this, it was 
member of the wild community that rocked me out 
of my lethargy. 

Plunging 

The screaming wheeling of black headed gulls 
came from somewhere on or above the water. I 
brushed through the small coppice and stood in the 
shallows watching. 

A veritable vortex of gulls was plunging and div¬ 
ing from on high, down towards the water’s sur¬ 
face. 

At first I assumed they must be fishing and had 
stumbled upon a shoal of hapless fry. But as I 
watched, I could clearly see that these birds had no 
interest in breaking the otherwise mill-pond-calm 
of the lake, they were in fact actively avoiding con¬ 
tact with it. 

There was something there, something perhaps a 
little sinister, something the birds had no intention 
of touching. 

I continued to watch, now fully awake. Then I 
saw it, a small bump broke the liquid film and then

another. 

Whatever it was, was completely unconcerned by 
the birds above. 

As it closer I could more clearly make it out; an 
otter on its back, paddling with its rear feet to¬ 
wards me. I held my breath. 

The otter came closer and closer, occasionally 
diving briefly before reappearing with something 
of interest, sometimes on its back and sometimes 
on its front. 

It continued this course until at about 20 feet 
from my position it took one final dive and disap¬ 
peared from both my gaze and that of the gulls. 

Peace returned almost immediately to the lake 
and I continued my walk. 

It was clearly going to be a sunny and hot day 
and as the light increased, small spirals of mist 
began rising from the lake’s surface like some pri¬ 
meval swamp. 

In the reedbed a warbler sang and a reed bunting 
flitted between its roost above the water and into 
the coppice to begin foraging. 

Suddenly another shrieking sound began, how¬ 
ever this was far higher pitched than that of the 
gulls. It was the long whistle of a kingfisher. 

Obligingly the bird perched on one of the mist 
cloaked reeds and began its own brand of angling. 

After a few more minutes of watching, I left the 
lakeshore fully refreshed and ready to start the day 
in the studio.. .and I hadn’t even had my breakfast 
yet.

Problems for 
farmers over 
beef pricing 

BEEF farmers across Shropshire and Mid Wales are facing 
“major problems” with the price being paid to them by re¬ 
tailers still plummeting. 

They are being paid up to £300 less per breast than they 
were just a year ago, meat promotion Wales warned as the 
Royal Welsh Show got under way on Monday. 

The price has dropped from an average of £4.02 per kg in 
July 2013 to £3.55 per kg in June 2014. 

The fall has been blamed on foreign imports flooding the 
market from as far away as South America. 

Now Dai Davies, chairman of Hybu Cig Cymru (Meat 
Promotion Wales) said : “The Sword of Damocles” is hang¬ 
ing over the industry. 

He said said the only way to save the industry is to de¬ 
velop a strong and trusting relationship between farmers 
and retailers. 

“It’s not an exaggeration to say that the Sword of Damo¬ 
cles is hanging over the beef industry,” he said. 

“While the standard of our livestock has never been 
higher and the quality of Welsh beef is appreciated by con¬ 
sumers here in the uk and across the world, the industry is 
facing major problems through a lack of strategic planning 
by some retailers. 

“We all remember the pledges made by many of the re¬ 
tailers after the horsemeat scandal. 

“They promised that beef would be largely sourced from 
the UK, rather than risk obtaining their meat products 
from abroad and possibly from untraceable sources. 

“To their credit, many of those retailers stuck to their 
word. Unfortunately, that’s not the situation in all cases.” 

He added: “The big danger for our industry is that some 
farmers will feel they have little choice other than to get 
out of beef altogether and that will be a tragedy, not only 
for our industry, but also for the consumer.” 

Gwyn Howells, chief executive of Hybu Cig Cymru, 
added: “The beef sector in Wales and across Britain is 
going through a difficult period, with farmers receiving up 
to £300 less per beast than they were just a year ago. 

“While the interim report is very much a work in pro¬ 
gress, it does put forward a range of concepts which need 
to be investigated further.”

The new Citroen C4 Picasso is 
one of the most deceiving cars 
on the road today. 

Outwardly the Picasso Exclusive+ 
e-HDi looks a neat and compact 
model on 17” alloys, but the clever¬ 
ly designed exterior hides a bench- 
mark-setting interior space and mas¬ 
sive boot. 

There’s no doubting that this Picasso is 
the latest incarnation of the company’ bold 
tradition of MPVs but by using PSA Peuge¬ 
ot Citroen’s EMP2 platform the company 
has come up with something very different 
on the inside. 

And the innovations doesn’t stop with 
design either because the test model 
could top 1187mph and race to 62mph in 
11.8 seconds yet still record combined fuel 
figures of 70.6mph and C02 emissions of 
only 105g/km. 

Flexible 

That means you may no road tax and 
can claim a benefit in kind rating of 17 per 
cent. 

The four cylinder, stop/start, 115hp en¬ 
gine delivers impressively flexible perfor¬ 
mance, so you don’t have to work the en¬ 
gine hard to make decent progress. 

But the automatic model on test would 
not have been my personal choice. After a 
week behind the wheel I was still struggling 
to come to terms with the gear shift control 
which sits awkwardly on the dash behind 
the steering wheel. 

The automatic gear change was too 


clunky for me, even when using the steer¬ 
ing wheel paddles the gear change was 
too evident. 

The steering is light and easy around 
town providing just enough reassurance 
at motorway speeds, despite a little bit of 
rear-end movement in tight bends. 

The test car came with cruise control, 
collision alert, park assist and sensors, 
reversing camera and a bloody annoy¬ 
ing lane-change alert system which I just 
couldn’t fathom how to switch off. 

The fascia is made of strong and attrac¬ 
tive stuff and Citroen have gone down the 
road of providing all the driver information 
on a very neat colour screen, which I found 
much easier to manipulate than many I 
have tried recently. 

Stability 

Citroen has paid their usual levels of at¬ 
tention to safety and you get stability con¬ 
trol and all-round curtain airbags, which 
has helped the model achieve the maxi¬ 
mum five stars in Euro NCAP tests. 

Like most rivals, it has an engine immo¬ 
biliser, deadlocks and locking wheel nuts 
to help fend off thieves. 

The huge boot swallowed two sets of 
golf clubs and trollies while the three com¬ 
fortable rear seats can be folded or moved 
back and forth to suit just about every 
need. 

The fact that all three of these seats come 
with Isofix child-seat mountings adds to the 
practicality, and there’s enough head- and 
legroom for six-footers. 

Every C4 Picasso comes with alloy 
wheels, Bluetooth and a six-speaker stereo 
with a USB socket.

A digital radio is standard from the sec¬ 
ond trim level upwards, and range-top- 
ping models have everything from adap¬ 
tive cruise control to a front passenger’s 
seat that reclines like an old-school busi¬ 
ness-class chair. 

The leather covered steering wheel ad¬ 
justs neatly for rake and height and the half 


leather seats are an attractive and particu¬ 
larly strong feature of this model. 

The C4 Picasso Exclusive + e-HDi 115 
ETG6 that was on test would set you back 
£24,455 but with metallic paint, park as¬ 
sist, Xenon headlighs, security pack and 
space saver spare wheel that mounts up 
to £23,550.

“Everyone is gutted, it’s 
the closest we’ve been,” he 
said. “Legia were a very 
good team and the game 
was over after the first leg 
with three away goals. Hel¬ 
singborg was a different 
story because we did well at 
home and then we were out 
of the tie after half an hour 
in the away leg.

“This time, all the way 
through, until they scored 
their first goal with 15 min¬ 
utes left we were right in it. 

“We know what we have 
in the dressing room and 
that’s the disappointing 
part.
